From thefe Confiderations, Sir, I think, 
it is evident, that our Circumftances are now 
very different from what they were, when 
thole Laws were made, which are now propofed 
to be revived ; and that it is, as yet, a little 
too early to think of-geviving thofe Laws, 
whch were not made eilh four Years after E 
that War was commenced, The Reviving 
of them fo foon after the Declaration of War, 
may be attended with many Inconveniences, 
they could not be fubjeét to, when firft 
enacted: It is, I think, as yet a Doubt, 
whether or no it will be neceffary to make 
fuch an Alteration in our Conftitution, during 
the prefent War; and, I think, it ought not

fome Shape or other, to the Service of the 
Publick ; and the Parliament may call to 
Account, and ought to punith feverely, any 
Minifter, that thal] dare to apply the leaft Part 
of it otherwife; but, I hope, it will be 
granted, that there are feveral publick Ser- 
vices, to which it may be ufefully applied: 
Therefore, the Applying of the Whole, by an 
eftablithed and unalterable Law, to any one 
particular Service, may be both imprudent 
and unjuft; and I muft think, that thofe 
who are entrufted, by our Sovereign, with 
the Conduét and Management of our publick 
Affairs, may, without any Breach of Moe 
defty, pretend, that they are the beft Judges 
of thofe publick Services, to which this Pro- 
perty ought to be applied; for they muft 
know many Faéts, and the general Ci:cum= 
ftances of the Nation, with regard both to 
our foreign and domeftick Affairs, much bet- 
ter than others can do; and, if they have not 
fo much common Senfe, the Parliament ought 
to think of bringing about a Change in the 
Adminiftration, rather than of encroach- 
ing upon the Prerogatives of the Crown, 

In the prefent War, Sir, I fhall mention 
only four publick Services, to all of which, or 
to one or other of which, every Gentleman 
will, I believe, allow, that the Produce of 
the Prizes taken from the Enemy, ought to 
be applied. This Produce may be applied as 
an Encouragement to the Captors, in order 
to encourage our People to take as much as 
they can from the Enemy; or it may ‘be 
applied for giving Reparation to our injured 
Merchants ; or it may be applied for defray- 
ing a Part of the Expence of carrying on the 
War, in order to prevent our being obliged to 
encroach upon the Sinking Fund, or to load 
our People with any new or additional Taxes 
or laftly, it may be applied towards paying off 
a Part of our publick Debts. If we thould 
have the good Luck to feize upon any very 
valuable Prizes, I hall be. fo free as to de- 
clare, that, ia my Opinion, the Produce of 
them fhould be divided, and applied in fome 
certain Proportions, to every One of thefe 
Purpofes, or at leaft to the firft three. I 
am, as much as any Gentleman can in Pru- 
dence be, for encouraging our Seamen ; and 
therefore, when the Prize is but of {mail 
Value, or not above a certain Value, I fhould 
be for giving the Whole to the Captors; but 
when the Prize is of an immenfe Value, as 
fome of them may, and, I hope, will be, 
I am fure, if you give the Whole to the Sea- 
men concerned in the Capture, they will be 
Seanren ne more, 

There is ont Ship now expected, Sir, from 
Buenos Ayres, which is reckoned worth 4 
Million Sterling ¢ This Ship may happen to he 
taken by one fingle Man of Wars If this 
fhould be the Cafe, in my Opinion, any Mi- 
nifter that fhould give the Wheke of fuch 
Yy 3 
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a Prize to the Captors, would deferve to be 
impeached ‘by Parliament ; and I muft think, 
it would be a little odd for the Parliament 
to do by an A& of theirs, what they ought, 
and, I believe, certainly would impeach a Mi- 
nifter for doing, or advifing his Majeity to do. 
It would be giving a «molt extravagant Re- 
watd to the Ceptors, and doing, I think, an 
AG of great Injuftice to the Nation, and in 
particular, to the fuffering Merchants. If 
fuch a Prize fhould happen to be taken by 
one fingle Man of War, we might give a fuf- 
ficient Reward to the Captors, and might re- 
ferve as much as would go fome Length 
towards giving fall Reparation to our fuffering 
Merchants, and fave our Land-ho'ders, for 
one Year at leaft, a Shilling in the Pound 
Land Tax: And both thefe Sets of Men 
have, I think, fome Title to our Regard, as 
we!) as our Seamen. Every War muft fall 
heavy upon our Land-holders ; and therefore, 
when we ere fuccefsful, fome Part of what 
we get by the War, ought to be applied to 
their Relief: And as to our fuffering Mer- 
chants, I think, we are both in Honour and 
Juftice bound to make good to them, at leaft 
the 95,0004 which was to have been paid to 
them by Spain, in exfe we had not begun 
Hoftilities againft that Nation. 

We ‘have already, Sir, met with fome 
Suceefs in the War. We have already got 
forme confiderable Prizes; and his Majefty 
has given hie Royal Word, that our futfering 
Merchants thal] be confidered, when thofe 
Prizes come to be difpofed of ; but, I matt 
obferve, that, if the Bill which was brought 
io, two Vears ago, had paffed into a Law, 
thofe Merchants could have expeéted no 
Share of thefe Prizes: And if fuch another 
Bili thould be paffed in this Seffion, they can 
expedt no Share of any future Prize: They can 
expeét no farther Reparation till the End of 
the War, which, I think, would not be al 
ser at for I muft think, it would 
be unre:fonable to make them wait till the 
Conclufion of a War, which may laft for fe- 
vera! Years, without any Reparation, whilft 
many others of our Subjects are making rich 
by the Prizes they take ; and I muft think, 
it would be fil’ more unreafonable, to make 


the Reparation of our Merchants depend upon F 


the une=rtain Event of a War. By fo doing, 
We may encourage our Seamen, but we thall 
very much difcourage our Merchants; and 
Jet us confider, that if we have no Mer- 
chants, we can have no Trade, and that with- 
out Trade, we thal] have but few Seamen. 

I with, Sir, with all my Heart, we had 
already met with more Succefs than we have 


my’s Ships. Even tho’ our Squad 
Sight of them, a dark Night = For, ‘= 
contrary Wind intervening, may prevent 
their being taken. Befides this, the Enemy 
may, probably, foon find out how our Squa- 
droas are ftationed, and may, by fending out 
feveral Advice-Boats, prevent the'r rich Shiny 
from coming near thofe Stations ; for feveri| 
ftrageling Advice-Boats may, more probab', 
meet with a Ship at Sea, than can be ex. 
pected from a Squadron, which mutt always 
keep clofe together. By this Means they 
prevented their A/foguas Ships falling into the 
Hands of Admiral Haddock’s Squadron; ang 
yet thofe Ships would in all Probability have 
fallen into our Hands, as well as the Caracca 

B Ships, if Admiral Vernon had not met with 
fuch contrary Winds, that he could not get our 
of the Channel, till about the Time of ther 
Arrival in Spain. 

Thefe Confiderations muft thew, Sir, that 
it will be a great Chance, if we meet with 
many rich Prizes during the War ; and there- 
fore, we ought to make the beft Ufe of thole 

c we do meet with. If the Difpofing of them 
be left to his Majefty, Iam perfuaded, the 
beft and the moft prudent Ufe will be made of 
them ; but if it be thought neceflary to regu- 
late this Matter by a new Law, I hope Gen- 
tlemen will take Time to confider of it. I 
think, I have thewn, that it will be no ealy 
Matter to make proper Regulations for this 
Purpofe ; and therefore, I hope, Gentlemen 

D will, by poftponing the Motion, take Time to 
confider of what is moft proper to be done.

Is not fuch a 
Treatment, to infliét the moft arbitary Pun- 
ifhment before Conviétion? Is this confiftert 
with the boafted Freedom of an Engli/b Sub- 
je& ? But if it fo happens that a Profecution 
is refolved on, how is he then proceeded a- 
gainft? Not by a Bill of Inciétrment brought 
againft him before a Grand Jury ; by whom, 
if it wes not found, he wou'd be immediately 
acquitted without further Coft ; but by a no- 
vel, (and I will fay, a very oppreflive) Manner 
of Proceeding, an Information is fil'd again 
him by the Attorney-General, and, if ever 
fo innocent, he muft be at the Expence of a 
Trial, perhaps deftruétive to himfelf and Fa- 
mily, as no Cofts can be given him where 
the Crown is made a Party. Is not the for- 
mer Part of the foregoing Inftance, an un- 
warrantable Strain of Power? Is not the lat- 
ter, tho’ pretended to be not illegal, extremely 
grievous, and liable to the moft dangerous 
Abvie? 

If we look back fince the Revolution was 
eftablith'd, we thall find the Power of the 
Crown greatly increas’d by feveral Aéts, and 
the Freedom of the People much fubjeéted. 
It will not be difputed, but that the mu!tiply- 
ing of Penal Laws ought to be avoided in 
a free State, unlefs urged by the moft apparent 
Neceffity. But fuch has been the Temper 
and Wifdom of the prefent Times, that there 
has been double the Number of Felonies en- 
acted in the prefent Reign, and the late one 
of K. George 1. than in the four preceding 
Reigns of Charles 11. James Il. K. William 
and Q. Ane, fertile as fome of them were 
of c pital Profeeutions, Let us join to thefe 
Confiderations, the great Dil gence and Art, 
wfed of late Years by the Adherents to the 
coe Adminiftration, in every Bill that has 

brought into Parliament, of throwing 
mew Powers and Influence into the Crown, 
by the Creation of new Officers, or the ex- 


wending the Authority of fuch as are already 
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appointed by it ; fo that no Bill forthe Redrefy 
of Grievances already felt, or for procuri 
any new Advantages to the Community a 
any Part of it, can be propos'd, but there i

Let us add to all the fore-mentioned Con- 
fderations, the formidable Army that has 
been kept up amongft us during the moft pro- 
found Peace, and which, even at this Time 
in its prelent Numbers, is far from feeming 
pecelary to me ; we have now about 60,000 
Men in the Pay of Great Britain and Ireland, 
tho’ engag'd only in a Naval War with Spain. 

The Eftablifhment of the prefent Koyal 
Family, as it fecures to us the Enjoyment 
both of our civil and religious Liberty, is 
what every Englifbman ought to have greatly 
at Heart ; I fay, as it fecures thofe great Blef- 
fings to us: For tho’ no Man living can 
more fincerely love, or more truly honour his 
Majefly and his Family than myfelf, yet I 
muft confider them as call’d to this Crown, 
not for their own Sake, but for the national 
Advantage. Therefore I affirm, that the Se- 
curity of no Succeffion ought to be fupported 
by Means dangerous to thofe Ends for which 
alone that Succeffion was itfelf eftablith'd. 
Jn Reality this can never be the Cafe; for the 
Happinefs of his Majefty and his People muft 
be infeparable: And this Argument is only 
pretended by wicked Men to induce weak ones 
to comply with their Defigns. Therefore no 

eafons can be urged, which, when con- 
fider’d, thould weigh with us to come into 
any Point that direétly, or in ite remoter 
Confequences; can be detrimental to the Li- 
berty of the People: For I repeat, that the 
true Intereft of the King and Nation mutt 
be the fame; but, were it poffible to be

fore you, for your further Satisfaction, a thort 
Abftraét of the Proceedings of every Seffion 
of the prefent Parliament.—But I thall refer 
you to the printed Votes, inconteftable 
Vouchers for the Truth of what I fay to 
you. Hence will indifputably appear the in- 
tolerable Load this poor Nation has all along 
groan’d under; hence will appear the prodi- 
gious Grants that have been annually given 
for the Maintenance of pacifick Fleets, ftand- 
ing Armies, Subfidies to foreign Princes for 
Deficiencies complain’d of, for extraordinary 
or fecret Services, for Votes of Credit, &c.

1 agree with his Excellency Mr. Trip; that 
the Word Perguifite may comprehend a great 
Deal of Roguery.—Thus, for Example, if a 
Man in Office takes 500 or 1000 Guineas, 
for a Forage Contra&, by which the Contrafor 
has a Sort of Right to cheat the Nation of 
treble the Sum, it is call’d a Perguifite. In 
the fame Manner. if any inf-rior Officer of 
the Admiralty, Viftualling Office, or Dock 
Yards, accepts of a little Gratuity from a 
Contraétor to fupply the Government with 
Timber, Provifions, Ammunition, and ctber ra- 
wal Stores; it is nothing but 2 Pergui/fire. 
The fame may be fa'd of the Land- Army, the 
Church, the Law, the Cuffom-Houfe, the 
Excife-Office, &c. For if any Sovereign Prime 
Minifter thould hereafter arife, and be corrupt 
enough to fell a Bifhoprick, a Seat of Fuftice, 
or any otber lucrative Place, the Hirelings of 
the Times would infift that it was only a 
Perquifite, a Perguifite, a Perguifite, 

Jam far from fuggefting, that there have 
been any fuch flagitious Praétices of late 
Years; tho’ it is well known that they have 
formerly been very frecuent. The only Point 
that fticks with me is, how it comes to pafs 
that a Place fhould be valued at 4 or sooo! 
a Year, when the vifible Salary does not 
amount to above a 1000 or 1200/, a Year. 
I believe the known Profits of the Prime 
Minifter bimfelf do not exceed 5000!. a Year 
at moft; tho’ he hath built a mignificene 
Palace, and raifed a lordly Eftate; which 
I mention for his Honour, becaufe it could 
not be done without the greateft Oeconomy. 

I will conclude, with giving my Opinion, 
that whatever may be feid in Defence of 
known and cuftomary Pergquifites, a\l clandefline 
and collufive ones, by which the whole Nat'‘on 
fuffers, are illegal; ard I agree with Mr. 
Ambaffador Trip, that all Perfons guilty of 
foch iniquitous Pra€tices, let them be who 
they will, ought to be hang’é. ‘It is enough 
for them to cheat the Crown, at he very jnftly 
obferves; but cheating the Sibje is diwn- 
right Roguery.

they have nothing in them which can pre- 
ferve them in their original State: Thus Mo- 
narchy is continually verging towards Tyran- 
ny, Ariftocracy towards Oligarchy, Demo- 
cracy towards Anarchy. He concludes, there- 
fore, that the beft Kind of Government is 
compofed of all three, becaufe one may be a 
Check on the othere. 

We fi d this Propofition evinced by Fact: 
Forthe Atheman Conftitution founded on the 
pure democratical Plan, was very thort-lived, 
in continual Agitations, and was foon con- 
verted into a Tyranny by Piffratus. On the 
contrary, the Spartan Government, which 
partook of each, continued 800 Years, un- 
difturb’d, uncorrupted, unchanged. Their 
Laws contributed very much towards prefer- 
ving the Purity of their Conftitution, Mo- 
ney was ufelefs in Sparta, confequently one 
great Temptation to get unlawful Power was 
unknown. Luxury was banifhed, which moft 
fits and inclines Men to be, and to continue 
Slaves. — All Authors date the Decline of 
Spartan Virtue and Liberty, from the Time 
when Money firft began to be ufed in La- 
cedemon. 

Moft of the mixed Governments have lof 
their original Bslance by Money. Cafar had 
never inflaved Rome, if Craffus had not been 
rich, and if the Wealth of the Eaf had not 
prepared the People to be bought and cor:upted 
by his Riches. 

The Gothic Form of Government was ori- 
ginally excellently well balanced j the Prince, 
Nobility and People had each a due Share of 
Power ; and yet not the leaft Appearance of 
this admirabe Conftitution remains in any 
Parts of Europe, except here. In moft Coun- 
tries it has degenerated into abfolute Mo- 
narchies, always more or lefs by Means of 
Riches, Luxury and Corruption. 

Our own Conflitution (originally one of 
the beft of the Gatbic, ) has hitherto preferved 
itfelf, notwithftancing the frequent Endea- 
vours to overturn it.—Yet, as I have re- 
marked that Wealth in wicked Hands has 
always been fatal to mixed Governments, 
that Part which has moft to beftow foon 
gaining the Afcendant over the others, and fo 
introducing an unmixed Conftitution ; I can- 
not he!p having my Fears of what may hap- 
o hereafter, unleis the great Pains which 

ve been taken of late to ruin Trade, thould 
reduce us to fuch a State of Poverty, as may 
quiet aoy Apprehenfions arifing from the Dan- 
ger of Riches. I am the more alarmed, fince 
I find there was a Time when an Engli 
Prince (Charles 11.) governed defpotically, by 
Means of a lorge Revenue and a corrupt Par- 
liament. What has been, may be again ; 
and the veft Civil Lift fettled on his prefent 
Majefty for Life might give juft Fears, if 
his great Love of the People, of Liberty, 
and our Confiiution, were not univerfaby 
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known, as well as how impofiible % : 
corrupt the prefent Nar vl i et he 
The Power of beftowing Honours and 
Places is by our Confttution lodged jig the 
Crown, and the publick Debts have made 
the latter much more numerous than ever: 
This has fo vaftly encreas’d the Power and 
Influence of the Crown, that it May prove 
extremely dangerous, if, in future Time 
an artful Prince, or a weak one, guided by 
a wicked Minifter, verfed in the Ways of 
Corruption, fhould find a Parliament, the 
Majority of which might be rendered ¢. 
pendent, by a ski’ful Diftribution of Prefer. 
ments, or Sums of Money. 
If ever this thould come to pafs, it wil] no 
B longer be a mixed Government of King, 
Lords and Commons, but a Tyranny {up. 
ported by the Lords and Commons. It will 
be more dangerous, as the old Forms will be 
kept up, and at firit no Adts of Power exert- 
ed, which will deceive the unthinking honed 
Part of the People. There will be no Re- 
medy againft this hidden Tyranny, which in 


C Appearance will bear the Form of the old 


Government. This will be much more fatal 
than firetching the Prerogative ever was in 
former Times. A Parliament (which it be- 
came neceflary to call fooner or later) feldom 
failed to redrefs Grievances, by wilely taking 
Advantage of the Neceffities of the Prince; 
but if ever Parliaments fhould become cor- 
ruptly dependent, what ufed to refeve oor 

D finking Liberty, would then only ferve to 
rivet our Chains. 

Tho’ the Danger may be diftant, thould not 
fome Thing be done to prevent it? Certainly 
no Time is fo proper for this, as the prefent. 
It is idle to fay, Precautions need not be teken 
againft a defigning Prince and a dependent Par- 
liament, when neither exift : It is not again 
the. prefent, but future Situation, we ought 

Eto guard.—In good Times, the Dangers of 
bad may be prevented ; thofe who caule the 
Evil will be fare to hinder any Remedy. 

The Parliament meets every Year, nothing 
can be done without the Confent of a Mi- 
jority, nor can they ever be prevailed on to 
take any Step againft the publick Welfare, 
which includes their own, except private !n- 
terefts, arifing from the Favours of a Cov, 
fhould clath with thofe of the Publick. The 
is our only Danger, and no Step which aa 
be taken at prefent, is fo proper to prevest 
any fuch deftruétive Influence in future Times, 
as a well regulated Place- Biil, highly agreeable 
to the whole Nation.

Admiral VERNON’s Aftion at Cuacre. 


daviral Ver won'’s Action at CHAGRE, 
é¢c. From tbe London Gazette, Whitehall, 


Juoe 29, 1749. 


HIS Day Mr. Téomas, Parfer of his 

Majefty'’s Ship the Strafford, arrived 
here with Letters from Vice-Admiral Vernon, 
ated, Porto-Bello, April 5, to his Grace the 
Duke of Newcaftle, one of his Majefty’s 
principal Secretaries of State, with the follow- 
ing Account, Vik. 

Thet on the 25th of February laft, he 
filed from Port-Royal in Famaica, with a 
Squadron of his Majetty’s Ships, (fee p. 248.) 
snd having a favourable Wind, got Sight of 
the High-Land of Santa Martha on the Spa- 
wb Main, the rit of March: That he or- 
dered Capt. Windbam in the Greemwicb to ply 
vp in the Night, and lie to Windward of the 
Port, for intercepting any Thing that might 
be coming in there the next Day ; and then 
bore away with an eafy Sail for Carthagena : 
That the 3d at Noon he was joined by the 
Falmeuth Capt. Douglafs, off Poict Canoa, and 
that Evening anchored with the Squadron 
before Carthagena, in nine Fathom Water, in 
the open Bay called Playa-Grande, and on the 
6th he ordered in all the Bomb-Ketches, and 
the {mall Ships and Tenders for covering and 
afiting them, and continued bombarding till 
Nine inthe Morning: (fee p. 299.) That the 

received no Damage from the Town, 
bot the Shells fell into the Town pretty 
fuccefsfully, particularly into the principal 
Church, the fefuits-College, the Cuftom- 
Houle, and beat down feveral Houfes between 
them, and a Shell that fell into the South- 
Battion, filene’d a Battery of 10 Guns there 
for a long Time. That he drew off his 
Bomb-Ketches and {mall Craft on the 9th, 
and weighed with his Squadron on the xoth 
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Yard of his Ship the Stroffird, retarding her 
Progref*, be ordered Captain Herbert, in the 
Norwick, to make all the Sail he could in 
before him with the Bomb-Ketches and all 
the Firethips and Tenders under his Orders, 
and Capt, Knowles, as Engineer on board the 
Bomb-Ketches, for placing them to play on 
the Caftle, and to cover them with his own 
Ship and the reft ; that Capt. Kavaules got to an 
Anchor by Three in the Afternoon, and be- 
gin bombarding and cannonading that Even- 
ing, and by Ten of the Clock at Night, he 
got alfo to an Anchor with his own Ship the 
Strafford, and the Falmouth and Princefs 
Louifa that followed him, the fame Night ; 
and continued bombarding and cannonading 
with three Ships, firing leifurely only from 
their Lower-Tier till Monday the 24th, 
when the Spaniards hung out a Flag of Truce 
from the Fort, and he anfwered it from his 
own Ship, and ftopt all Firing as foon as pof- 
fible, and fent Capt. Knowles on Shore, wha 
foon returned with the Governor; to whom 
having granted the Capitulation hereto fub- 
joined, he fen¢ him afhore again with Capt. 
Knowles, whom he appointed Governor of the 
Cattle for his Majefty, and fent a Garifon 
along with him of five Lieutenants and 120 
Men, and all the Boats of the Fleet to land 
them ; and by Three o’Clock that Afternoon, 
Capt. Knowles enter'd the Fort with his 
Gariion. The fame Evening Capt. Know’es 
fent and placed a Guard upon the Cuftom- 
Houfe on the oppofite Side of the River 
Chagre, and Vice-Admiral Vernon went on 
Shoar himfelf hy Day-break the next Morn- 
ing, to give all necefflary Orders, and found 
the Cuftom-Houfe full of Goods for the 
Lading of the Galleons, fuch as Guayaguil- 
Cocoa, Jefuits-Bark, and Spanif>-Wool ; and 
gave immediate Orders for their being fpeedily 
fhipp’d off *. The Number of Serons and Bags 


in the Morning, and making the Signal. for E of the faid mentioned Goods amounted to 


the Line of Battle, he coafted the Shoar to- 
wards Boca Chica; that they fir'd at him 
from the three fmall Caftles without Boca 
Cha, but none of their Shot reached him : 
And that having left the Windfr, Captain 
Berieley, and the Greenwich, Capt. Windbam, 
to cruize off the Port of Cartbagena for 20 
Days, he made fail for Porto- Bello, to repair 
there the Datnages the {mall Craft had received, 
and on the rath anchored with his Squadron 
in Porto- Bello Harbour, detaching his Cruizers 
from Time to Time to lie off Chagre, to 
‘ck up the Enemy; and having got his 
Ships watered, put to Seaon the 22d with 
his Squadron, except the Lowifa and Falmouth, 
Which had not compleated their Watering, 
bot had his Orders to haften it and follow 
him; but an Accident in the Fore-topfail 
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4300; that the two Guarda Coffa Sloops in 
the River (which were all the Guarda Coffa’s 
that were left in thofe Parts) were funk juf 
above the Cuftom-Houfe, Carpenters having 
been ordered to break up their Decks, and 
entirely deftroy them. 

The Cuftom-Houfe being entirely cleared 
by Friday the 28th, was filled with com- 
bu ftible ates of the neighbouring Huts, and 
fet on Fire that Evening, and it burnt with 
great Fiercenefs all that Night. On the 29th 
in the Morning, the Brafs-Cannon being 
embarked, which were 1t Gung and 11 Pa- 
tereroes, and a good Part of the Garifon, the 
Mines were {prung under the tower Baftion, 
which entirely demolith’d it. Then two Mines 


G were fprung, to blow up fome of the upper

Treafure of thofe Parts is carry'd down ty 
Porto- Bello. Vf therefore the Admiral’s Hands 
had been firengthen’d with 1500 or 2009 
Land Forces, and a few more Shits of War 
had been fent round to the South-Sea, Panam 
might have fallen as eafy a Sacrifice as Port; 
Bello, Way, it is probable that he might 
have taken Cartbagena ; but, for Want of 
fuch a Supply, he found himflf unable to 
take the Place without hazarding his Mi- 
jefty’s Ships, and the Lives of many drove 
Seamen, He therefore prudently retired, and 
was obliged to content himéelf with the taking 
Fort Chagre, which hath open’d a Paffage to 
Panama, of which he might have mof un 
doubtedly made himfelf Mafter, had it not 
been for the Reafons before-mention'd. But 
it is not yet too late to correét this Error, and 
enable him to purfue his Conquefts, which it 
is to be hoped hath been already taken into 
the moft ferious Confideration, and will be 
foon put into the moft vigorous Execution.

Controul from the two other 
Parts of the Legiflature, and induce the Par- 
liament itfelf to fuipport thofe Grievances, 
which in the P'an of our excellent Conftitu- 
tion it was defign’d to redrefs, 

We therefore think, that a proper Bill or 
Bills to fecure Members of the Houle of 
Commons, and thole who have a Right ta 
eleét them, from being under any undue Io- 
fluence, is an Expedient abfolutely neceflary 
for fecuring the Whole; and we recommend 
it to you, as far as you regard our Opinion 
and Favour, to employ the mot effectual Me- 
thods the Conftitution will admit of, that 
fuch a Bill or Bills may pafs into Laws.

HE Spanif> Privateers /have met with 

fo good Succefs againft our Merchant- 
Ships, firice the Commencement of the prefent 
War, and have been fo little interrupted by 
cur Men of War, notwithftanding the great 
Nomber we have in Commiflion, that the 
inhabitants of all the maritime Provinces in 
Spain, efpecially thofe next England, are daily 
eftering their Court with Sollicitations for 
new Commiffions; and we are told, that no 
iefs than 1% of them were granted the Be- 
ginning of laft Month ; and that the Harbour 
of St. Sebaftian’s is fo full of Briti/h Prizes, 
that they are obliged to fell them off at any 
Price to the French, in order to make Room 
for thofe that are daily broughtin. It feems 
as if this Port of St. Sebaftian’s, and every 
other Port of Spar, bas of late Years been 
made impregnable ; and that they have fo 
fortify'd their Coafts, that it is impofiible to 
jani a Body of Troops, in order to plunder 
any Part of that large Continent, tho’ it be 
aimoft farrounded by the Sea. 

Admiral Pintado has been. removed from 
the Command of the: Spamjb Squadron at 
Ferrel, and the Command theéteof given to 
Din Rederigo Torres. The Difgrace of the for- 
mer, ‘tis faid, is owing to fome Negleét he 
was guilty of, when he failed out in fearch of 
Admiral Balcben’s Squadron, which the Spa- 
mards fay he might have intercepted and de- 
froyed, confidering that it did not confift of 
one third of the Number of Ships he had 
along with him, and had, befides, loft a 
great Number of its Searmen by Sicknefs or 
Death. Thus we fee, that Neglect of Or- 
dets is a Crime in Spam, whatever it may 
be in any other Country. 

We havean Account, that four French Men 
of War are failed out of Breft, and are cruiz- 
ing in the Channel, in Order to watch the 
Motions of Sir ‘fobn WNorris’s Squadron. If 
they thould meet this Squadron, a.

notwithftancing its being indifputab'e, that

That we fhould, by a Law to be 
made here, make it Death, for any Subject 
of Britain to be concerned in carrying on.a 
Contraband-Trade to the Spam/> Weft- Indies, 
If fuch a Propofition thould came from France, 
it would be a proper Return in.us, To defire, 
that by a Law tobe made in France, it thould 
be made Death for any of their Subjeés to 
be concerned in exporting our Wool, or in 
carrying on any Smuggling-Trade with our 
Pecple. 

Upon the prefent King of Pru/ffia’s Accefli- 
on to the Throne, it was generally believed, 
that fome Steps would be taken, which would 
difcover an Intention in him to diffolve his

and, indeed, it is no Wonder, for he is every

for them, by fome kind Expreffion’ or gene- 
rous A@tion, and that without the Jeaft Ap- 

pearance of Affe&tation or Oftentation. 
The Treaty lately concluded between Sevelan

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Scignior being boend to do the fame, whenever 
Rufia attacks Sweden ; ‘and both Parties far- 
ther oblige themfelves never to conclude a 
Peace, or to enter into any Negotiation with 
the Enemy, but by camman Conéfent.
